Terrance O’Neal, 63, was arraigned by

Terrance O'Neal Although court- 
appointed attorney Jeffrey Bowdich asked 
for a reasonable bond since this is his 
client's first offense, the judge denied bond 
and O'Neal was remanded to the Wayne 
County Jail. His probable cause conference 
was set for Nov. 20 and his preliminary 
exam for Nov. 27 at 34™ District Court. 

He faces life in prison if found guilty 
of the murder charge and two years for the 
gun charge. 

VBT police said witnesses told them both 
O'Neal and his wife were arguing and in 
the middle of the argument he allegedly 
shot her. 

VBT Police said on Nov. 5 at 1:30 a.m., 
dispatch received a call from a man from 
out of the area stating his father who 
resides in VBT just called and told him he 
killed his mother. 

VBT Public Safety Director Gregory 
Laurain said officers responded to the 
home and found the victim on the second 
floor deceased from what appeared to be a 
gunshot wound. 

With assistance from the Michigan State 
Police and the Berrien County Sheriff's 
Office, O'Neal was located around 3 a.m. 
traveling westbound on I-94 in Berrien 
County and was taken into custody without 
incident.

VB School Board receives highest-level audit for 2018-19

At Monday’s regular meeting, the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
accepted the financial audit of its 2018-19 
fiscal year from Laura Payne of Taylor & 
Morgan CPAs and Business Advisors. 

The district received an unmodified 
audit opinion, which is the highest level 
of assurance possible for the district’s 
financial statements. 
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Because the snowstorm on Monday kept 
Payne from driving to Belleville from 
her Flint home, she came to the meeting 
via cell phone. School Supt. Pete Kudlak 
held the phone up to the microphone and 
Finance Director Sara Cortese changed the 
slides on the screen that coincided with 
Payne's words. 

First, she congratulated Van Buren Public 
Schools for the success on their bond 
proposal, which she called a “win-win for 
the district" with a zero-rate tax increase 
and money coming for an early-childhood 
center. 

"We're quite pleased, too,” 
Supt. Kudlak. 

Payne spoke of the changes in the

business office and, despite the changes, 
there was a clean audit. 

"You have a great strength in your 
business office now, because you have a 
trained staff," Payne said. 

School Board member Amy Pierce 
suggested the board applaud Finance 
Director Cortese and her first audit, which 
resulted in the highest rating. School 
Board President Keith Johnston also 
congratulated Cortese and her staff for a 
nice job and a clean audit. 

The board and members of the audience 
clapped in appreciation. 

The audit showed that the General Fund 
fund balance increased $794,245 from

First big snowfall of 
the season comes on 
Veterans Day 


Many people in this area were surprised 
by Monday's six-inch-or-so snowstorm, 
although weathercasters had warned snow 
was coming. 

But, this much snow? On Veterans Day? 

Janet Millard in our office had yet to find 
where she stashed her boots at home last 
season, so she came to work without boots. 
Others were taken unawares, as well. 

The Veterans Day holiday left the 
Belleville City DPW at home, waiting 
for the four-inch trigger to plow. County 
trucks were not to be seen. 

The Veterans of Foreign Wars Veterans 
Day program at Belleville's Veterans 
Memorial was a bit sloppy because of 
the sleet and snow. About a dozen people 
came out anyway. VFW member Rick 
Dawson played Taps and Geof Bush sang 
the National Anthem solo as the snow 
continued to fall and fall. 

People tried to clear their drives before the 
threatened freezing temperatures arrived 
which would turn everything to heavy ice. 

At Monday's school board meeting, only 
two members to the public were present — 
the Independent and retired teacher Ginny 
Gearns.

We received an interesting news release 
from Trine University, a private university 
located about 10 miles south of the Michigan 
state line in Angola, IN.

High School. Angola was the place to go in 
those days.) 

Anyway, Trine University is offering the 
"Northern Neighbors Award" for Michigan 
students which provides $2,400 annually 
toward tuition for Michigan residents, both 
newly enrolled and transfer students for fall 
2020, seeking a traditional undergraduate 
degree. 

The news release said this is to make up 
for Gov. Whitmer's veto of the Michigan 
Tuition Grant. Trine charges the same 
tuition rate to in-state and out-of-state 
students. To be eligible for the Northern 
Neighbors Award, Michigan students must 
apply and be admitted to a degree-seeking 
program and must submit a FAFSA (Free 
Application for Federal Student Aid) by 
March 1. 

On Friday we learned that all of the rest 
of the Kmart stores in Michigan will be 
closed by the end of the year — except for 
the one in Marshall. Our local, Van Buren 
Township Kmart already has its closing 
under way, with weekly full-page ads in the 
Independent announcing the price cuts.

Kmart also owns Sears. In the last 15 
years, Sears and Kmart have closed more 
than 3,500 stores, cutting about 250,000 
jobs nationwide. 

A reader said he was in downtown 
Belleville over the weekend and noticed 
that the DDA sign at the corner of Main and 
High streets is brighter than the street lights. 
He found that very strange. 

We remember a resident of Detroit who 
came to a Belleville City Council evening 
meeting commenting on how dark Belleville 
was. She said the street lights were so dim. 

In Monday's issue of The Detroit News 
there was a story about unsafe bridges 
across the country and in Michigan. The 
Associated Press did an extensive study 
of federal and state records concerning the 
conditions of bridges in the U.S. In a listing 
of the 19 bridges in Michigan categorized 
as both high hazard and unsatisfactory 
condition, just one was named in Wayne 
County: French Landing Dam in Van Buren 
Township. 

The 19 Michigan dams identified as high 
hazard and unsatisfactory condition make 
up 296 of the 1,028 dams in the state. 

The News story said last May people in 
Huron Township, downriver from the dam 
on the Huron River, voiced concerns about 
the safety of the dam because of a high-flow 
warning due to heavy rain. But the Huron 
Township public safety department assured 
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them not to be concerned. If there ever is 
an emergency threat to the dam, residents 
were told, Huron Township officers would 
respond to the four homes that were 
identified as being affected and notify them 
of the danger. 

The French Landing 
Dam is owned by Van 
Buren Township and 
operated by a private 
company, Eagle Creek. 

According to its 
schedule on the internet, 
the lighted holiday train 
that goes through our area each year is 
scheduled for the evening of Saturday, Nov. 
30. The Canadian Pacific Holiday Train 
stops in Windsor around 5:20 p.m. and then 
starts up again about 6:30 p.m. heading our 
way. Eventually it goes through Van Buren 
Township and the City of Belleville and 
other places in Michigan without stops. It 
is headed to the Chicago area and further 
northwest until it is back in Canada. 
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On Monday morning, during the first real 
snowfall of our winter, we heard at least 
three auto crashes reported on the scanner 
for fire department calls. АП were said to 
be head-on collisions. The crashes were at 
Bemis and Martinsville, West Huron River 
Drive and Ormond Drive, and Belleville 
Road and Tyler Road. There probably were 
more, but those are the ones we heard.

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Exam set for Lang after threatening 
to kill police officers, two judges 


A preliminary exam on one count of 
False Report of Threat of Terrorism (a 
20-year felony) and one count of Habitual 
Offender-Fourth Offense Notice (a five-to- 
15-year felony) is scheduled for Nov. 15 
for James Bernard Lang, 55, of Van Buren 
Township. 

Lang was arraigned by 29" District 
Court Judge Laura Mack of Wayne and the 
case assigned by the state to 35% District 
Court in Plymouth for a probable cause 
conference, which was held Nov. 8 before 
Judge Ronald Lowe. 

Lang’s preliminary examination has 
been set for 8:30 a.m. Nov. 15 before 35" 
District Court Judge James A. Plakas in 
Plymouth. 

The case was reassigned from the 34" 
District Court since Lang is accused of 
making threats against two 34" District 
Court judges. 

After calling the VBT Dispatch Center 
with threats to kill police officers and the 
two judges, Lang was arrested without 
incident at his Haggerty subdivision home 
in VBT on Oct. 21. 

VBT Director of Public Safety Gregory 
Laurain said the township resident, 
identifying himself as Lang, called the 
dispatch center with the threats several 
times around 3 a.m. on Oct. 20. 


Lang began threating police and judges 
over a recorded line within the dispatch 
center. He threatened to kill VBT police 
officers and two judges at the court several 
times during a series of calls to dispatchers 
and supervisory personnel on duty at the 
time. 

Director Laurain said Lang has a history 
of past violence. 

29" District Court Judge Mack set his 
bond at $100,000/1096 with GPS tethering 
if released and mandatory alcohol testing.

Lincoln Consolidated School District 
dedicates Marvin Pittman Room 


On Oct. 31, Lincoln Consolidated Schools 
dedicated the Marvin S. Pittman Room within 
the Central Office suite. The room is used for 
district and community meetings. 

School Supt. Sean McNatt, Board Vice 
President Jennifer Czarchorski, and Eastern 
Michigan University Associate Vice President 
for Graduate Studies and Research Wade 
Tornquist were on hand to celebrate the 
visionary work of Dr. Pittman. 

In November 1922, Dr. Marvin S. Pittman 
from the Michigan State Normal College (now 
Eastern Michigan University) and Dr. Charles 
McKenny, president of the college, held a 
meeting in Willis, MI to propose a partnership 
between the college and the community. 

The proposal was to form a new school 
district with a K-12 school building located in 
Augusta Township. 

Dr. Pittman was anationally known proponent 
of what was termed “Rural Education” — 
bringing the academic and physical advantages 


of city schools for the betterment of the rural 
students and community. 

Michigan State Normal would oversee the 
district and the new school would become a 
“laboratory school” by which college students 
who were interested in becoming teachers 
would gain classroom training at the new 
district. 

Two votes were held and passed by the local 
district residents in 1923. By approval of the 
measure the students of the area would now 
enjoy bus transportation, school cafeteria, 
gymnasium, library, auditorium, science 
rooms, and electricity. 

On Oct. 31, 1924, Lincoln Consolidated 
Schools opened its doors to 500 young and 
excited students. Consolidation of 13 one- 
room school houses made Lincoln the first 
multi-township school in Michigan and the 
first rural consolidated school in the nation 
affiliated with a teacher training college.

$7,972,611 on June 30, 2018 to $8,766,856 
on June 30, 2019. The June 30, 2019 ending 
fund balance of $8,766,856 is 15.3896 of 
expenditures. 

This fund balance would fund the district 
for 30.45 days based on a 180-day school 
year. The state average is 13.4296 fund 
balance (not counting Detroit Public 
Schools) which would fund 24.15 of a 180- 
day school year. 

The number of students counted for 
September state aid membership in 2018- 
19 was 4,619, the lowest since the 5,030 for 
the 2014-15 school year shown on the chart 
presented by Payne. Supt. Kudlak pointed 
out it was higher than that in the years 
previous to 2014-15. 

Her charts also showed student aid, 
determined by the foundation allowance 
times each student counted, came to $8,004 
in the 2018-19 school year, up from $7,422 
in the 2014-15 school year. 

Sixty-eight percent of the general fund 
revenue comes from the state foundation 
erant and property taxes and 82% of the 
revenue goes for salaries and benefits. 

She pointed out the $794,245 added to 
the fund balance last fiscal year showed that 
revenues exceeded expenditures. 

The Food Service fund balance was 
$654,756, and Payne said the department 
is very well run and there was revenue of 
$30,000 over expenditures. She said the 
state doesn't want Food Service to have 
more than what amounts to three months of 
expenditures on hand, so it has to be spent 
on various items for the department. 

Payne said the Athletic Department, which 
the state merged with the general fund a 
few years ago, had expenditures of some 


$640,000, with about $400,000 coming 
from a general fund contribution and 
$150,000 from department revenues. This is 
about the same as the previous year. 

She also discussed health-care and 
retirement liabilities. 

Also, at Monday's 62-minute meeting, the 
board: 

* Approved the termination of Andrew 
Szuma from the Transportation Department 
after less than one year of service as of Oct. 
3l; 

* Approved hiring the following non- 
instructional employees: Ashley Mazure, as 
a Paraprofessional for Student Services, as 
of Oct. 28; Rebekah Contreras as a Social 
Worker at Owen Intermediate, as of Nov.

11; 

* Heard a presentation by Edgemont 
Elementary School Principal Fred Abel and 
teacher Melinda Rafail on one of the school 
improvement initiatives being worked on 
this year. They told of the Instructional 
Rounds that pairs schools to look at each 
other's teaching techniques. Edgemont 
was teamed with Brown Elementary in the 
Huron School District and learned about 
Nellie Edge, where letters and sounds are 
taught through music and movement, a sign 
language, which they demonstrated. This 
has raised comprehension at Brown and 
has been started with the Kindergarten at 
Edgemont; 

* Learned a social worker has been 
hired for Owen and a third-grade teaching 
position filled at Rawsonville, completing 
staff needs; 

* Heard Curriculum Director Jeff Moore 
announce that a $5,000 STEM grant from 
RESA and Carnegie was received by Savage 
Elementary. Only six schools in Wayne 
County received a like grant;

Dog, three cats perish in 
house fire on Van Born

At about 4 a.m. Tuesday, a neighbor called 911 
to report a house fire on Van Born Road in Van 
Buren Township after the lone female occupant 
crawled from the burning home and ran next 
door for help.
